On 12/17/2000, the skeletal remains of an unidentified male were located beside the roadway near 8500
Davis Estate Road in Needville, Texas (Fort Bend County). Based on the condition of the remains, the
decedent is believed to have been deceased approximately 3-9 months prior to discovery. The decedent
had straight dark brown/black hair, approximately 2 inches long. Clothing items found with the remains
include blue jeans with a 29" waistband (Route 66 brand), a brown leather belt, beige socks, brown suede
shoes (Pele brand), a black wrist band (Guess logo/brand), and a pink fabric wristband.
